A  .Sketch   of  the    Baptist  Educational    Movement  in 

Tennessee* 


In  the  year  1845  the  Baptist  General  Association  of  Tennessee 
feeling  the  need  of  an  institution  of  learning  of  high  order, 
resolved  to  endow  and  establish  a  College,  known  subsequently 
as  Union  University.  The  sum  of  $^0,000  was  raised  on  what 
was  known  .at  that  time  as  the  scholarship  plan,  and  the  entire 
State  co-operating  in  this  movement,  the  institution  was  called 
Union  University  and  located  at  Murfreesboro,  the  geographical 
center  of  the  state.  Rev.  Dr.  Jos.  H.  Eaton  was  made  president? 
and  held  that  position  till  his  death  in  1S59.  During  the  late  civil 
war,  the  building  was  greatly  damaged,  the  library  and  apparatus 
destroyed,  and  the  endowment  wholly  lost  After  the  war  an 
effort  was  made  to  revive  the  institution,  which  for  several  years 
gave  great  encouragement  to  its  friends;  but  the  cholera  prevaiL- 
14JCT  in  Murfreesboro  to  an  alarming  extent  in  1S73,  and  other 
causes  led  to  a  suspension  of  all  exercises  in  the  institution,  and 
induced  the  Baptists  of  Tennessee  to  make  the  location  of  "a- 
college  for  the  denomination  in  the  State  an  open  question.  In 
1S74  a  convention  was  called  at  Murfreesboro  to  consider  the 
question  of  establishing,  on  a  broad  basis,  a  College  of  high  order 
for  the  efttke  state,  and  commissioners  were  appointed  from  the 
three  grand  divisions  of  the  state  to  make  a  location  at  the  place 
making  the  best  propositions  and  offering  the  best  inducement,, 
The  commissioners*  after  a  thorough  canvass  of  all  places  asking 
for  the  location,  selected  Jackson,  Tenn.,  as  offering  the  best- 
inducements,  and  their  action  was  ratified  unanimously  by  the 
Baptist  State  Convention  of  Tennessee,  and  the  Southwestern 
Baptist  University  is  to-day  the  school  for  young  men  for  the 
denomination  in  Tennessee.

PREPARATORY  DEPARTMENT. 

la  this  school  students  are  prepared  specially  for  the  Mathe- 
matical, Classical  and  Scientific  Departments  of  the  University. 
A  thorough  mastery  of  the  elementary  principles  taught  in  this 
Department  underlies  success  in  other  Departments,  and  subse- 
quent study  can  rarely,  if  ever,  atone  for  deficient  preparation. 

Students  pursuing  studies  of  this  Department  are  under  the 
same  principles  of  government  as  other  students  of  the  University. 

Graduates  of  the  City  Schools  of  Jackson,  and  of  other  schools 
of  like  grade,  will  be  admitted  to  this  Department  on  their  certifi- 
cates, or  diplomas. 

The  Trustees  congratulate  themselves  in  having  secured  for  this 
work  Prof.  W.  D.  Powell,  of  Fayette  Corner,  a  full  graduate  of  the 
S.  W.  B.  University,  and  a  successful  teacher  of  five  years  expe- 
rience. His  self  mastery  and  kindness  of  manner  make  it  easy 
for  him  to  control  others,  and  his  enthusiasm  in  the  school  room 
makes  progress  the  watch-word  of  his  classes. 


DEPARTMENT   OF  LITERATURE  AND  SCIENCE. 

This  Department  comprehends  nine  schools  which  are  de- 
nominated as  follows  : 

1.  Latin  ;  2.  Greek  ;  3.  Mathematics  ;  4.  Moral  Science  ;  5. 
Natural  Science  ;  6.  English  ;  7.  Modern  Languages  ;  S.  Hebrew  ; 
9.  Elocution. 

These  schools  are  elective,  and  independent  of  one  another. 

There  is  no  prescribed  time  for  any  one  to  complete  the  re- 
quired course  of  study  in  any  school  of  the  University.  This  will 
greatly  depend  upon  his  previous  preparation,  his  capacity  and 
faithfulness  as  a  student.  The  proficiency  of  one  who  expects 
promotion  from  one  study  to  another  will  be  determined  by  his 
daily  grade  and  a  written  examination. 

Students  graduating  in  any  one  of  these  schools  will  be  entitled 
to  a  certificate  of  graduation  in  that  school. 
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To  obtain  admission  to  any  one  of  the  above  schools, 
cant  must  satisfy  us  that  he  has  made  suitable  proficien 
paratory  studies. 

Students    of   known    bad    moral  character  will  not  be 
lated.

THE  SCHOOL  OF  LATIN. 

Applicants  for  admission  into  this  school  must  be  thor 
acquainted  with  the  paradigms  of  declension  and  conjugati 
miliar  with  the  fundamental  principles  of  Syntax,  and  must  hi 
read  the  Reader. 

FRESHMAN      CLASS. 

First  Term. — Caesar,  Allen  &  Greenough's  Syntax  :  Chip.  I  , 
live  weeks  ;  the  genitive,  two  weeks  ;  the  dative,  three  weeks  ; 
the  accusative,  one  week  ;  the  ablative,  five  weeks  ;  quantity,  two 
weeks  ;  formation  of  words,  two  weeks. 

The  inductive  study  of  these  subjects  is  to  be  kept  up  in  such 
quantities  as  prompt  and  energetic  class-room  work  makes  •pos- 
sible. 

Second  Term. — Virgil.  Rhythm  and  versification.  The  trans- 
lation of  the  text  will,  of  course,  be  required  ;  but  the  meter, 
which  includes  constant  practice  in  quantity,  will  be  most  prom- 
inent. The  vocabulary  feature  must  be  here  introduced  and  con- 
tinued, 

SOPHOMORE    CLASS, 

First  Term. — Quintus  Curtius.  Syntax  of  moods,  two  weeks  ; 
of  tenses,  two  weeks  ;  conditional  sentences,  four  weeks  ;  depend- 
ent construction,  seven  weeks  ;  use  of  prepositions,  reckoning  of 
time,  and  measures  of  value,  two  weeks  ;  reviews,  three  weeks. 
A  little  exercise  in  conditional  sentences  and  dependent  construc- 
tions must  be  kept  up  daily.      Prose  composition. 
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Second  Term. — Hor££<^^'IJhe  jneters  of  Horace,  and  all  the 
varieties  of  his  stanza  rnu^t^ftS  made  familiar.  This  term,  addi- 
tional to  the  Virgil  tem^e$fr Crista nt  practice  in  reading  poetry, 
will  be  relied  upon  to  prepare  the  pupil  for  the  enjoyment  of 
Latin  meter,  and  to  giv^*Wmr  iaM£>roper  appreciation  of  quantity, 
rhythm,  versification,  and  melody. 

JUNIOR     CLASS. 

First  Term. — Livv.  Prose  composition.  Daily  vocabularies. 
Honorable  mention  will  be  made  of  those  who  do  the  most  col- 
lateral reading  in  the  Latin  New  Testament  or  Qiiintillian. 

Second  Term, — TacitusvGermania  and  Dialogus  de  Oratoribus. 
Allen  &  Greenough's  Cicero  de  Senectute.  Daily  vocabularies 
and  composition.  Collateral  reading  encouraged  in  the  Latin 
New  Testament. 

SENIOR    CLASS, 

First  Term. — The  Satires  of  Juvenal.  History  of  the  Greeks 
and  Romans.     Talks  oni  Roman  literature. 

Second  Term. — Seneca.  Some  of  Cicero's  philosophical 
writings,  or  other  work;?  as;-  the  one  in  charge  of  this  school  may 
prefer.  A  great  deal-pf  original  exercises  in  Latin  will  be  prac- 
ticed through  the  course,  and  such  amounts  of  history  as  time  will 
allow. 


THE    SCHOOL  OF  GREEK. 

For  admission  into  this  school,  applicants  must  be  familiar  with 
the  principles  of  Greek  Grammar, — declension  of  nouns  ;  of  ad- 
jectives ;  comparison?  of  adjectives  and  adverbs  ;  numerals  ;  pro- 
nouns ;  euphony  of  consonants  ;  regular  verbs  of  the  mi  form, 
and  irregular  verbs  of  this  class. 

Practice,  practice  of  pure  idiomatic  Greek.  Before  the  pupil  is 
allowed  to  try  to  write  and  speak  Greek,  he  must  be  familiar  with 
model  phrases  and  sentences.  Daily  vocabularies  will  be  requir- 
ed, because  we  recognize  as  one  of  the  most  urgent  wants  of  the 
learner  that  of  words  ;  and  these  vocabularies  wiM  be  taken  out  of 
the  text,  to  be  assured  that  they  come  up  to  the  required  standard 
of  idiomatic  correctness.  There  is  no  doubt  a  great  saving  of  time 
in  the  use  of  the  vocabularies.

Such  an  amount  of 
writing  and  speaking  ex-tempore  on  mcydelsalready  learned  as  time 
in  the  class-room  will  allow.  In  the  Greek  Moods  and  Tenses, 
the  examples  must  be  right  well  memorized,  and  the  point  of 
application  frequently  shown. 

Second  Term. — Plato.  (Home  read.ng,  the  Greek  New  Tes- 
tament.) Three  weeks,  use  of  therfiffc&ods,  final  clauses  ;  object 
clauses  with  hopoos  and  hopoos  mcc  after  overbs  of  striving,  with 
mee  after  verbs  of  fearing  ;  six  weeks,  conditional  sentences  ;  six 
weeks,  relative  and  temporal  sentences  ;  f-te  weeks,  indirect  dis- 
course.

O^ity'  Vocabularies  and  such 
parts  of  the  grammar  as  may  be  useful. 

Second  Term, — Sophocles  and  Euripides.  Versification  con- 
tinued. Studies  in  "  Greek  Moods  and  Tenses1'  must  be  resumed 
and  finished.  Collateral  reading  at  home  in  the  Greek  New  Tes- 
tament.    Talks  to  the  class  on  Greek  Literature. 


THE  SCHOOL  OF  MATHEMATICS. 

In    order  to  enter  this  School  the  applicant  must  be  thoroughly 
acquainted  with  the  principles  of  the  most  advanced  Arithmetics, 
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including  the  Metric  System,  and  must  have  completed  Algebra. 
Where  this  is  not  the  case,  the  Professor  in  charge  of  this  School 
either  gives  or  superintends  instruction  in  the  above  named 
studies. 

The  studies  of  this  School  embrace  a  period  of  four  years,  and 
are  as  follows  : 

Freshman. — University  Algebra,  Plane  and  Solid  Geometry. 
In  addition  to  the  text  book,  the  student  will  be  required  to  do 
sufficient  work  to  apply  the  Principles  of  Geometry  by  the  Alge- 
braic, solution  of  Geometrical  problems.     Five  hours  a  week. 

Sophomore. — Plane  and  Spherical  Trigonometry  and  Survey- 
ing. Navigation  optional.  Surveying  is  thoroughly  taught  ;  the 
student  being  required  to  do  enough  field  work  to  become  per- 
fectly familiar  with  the  use  of  instruments,  and,  indeed,  to  be  a 
practical  surveyor.     Five  hours  a  week. 

Junior. — Analytical  Geometry,  Differential  and  Integral  Calcu- 
lus, with  practical  work  showing  the  application  to  Analytical 
Mechanics,  etc.     Five  hours  a  week. 

Senior. — Mechanics  and  Astronomy. 

Throughout  the  course  of  instruction  in  this  School  lectures 
will  be  given  on  the  history  and  Logic  of  Mathematics,  and  the 
student  will  be  required  to  give  lucid  demonstrations  of  principles, 
close  processes  of  reasoning,  with  a  view  to  the  acquisition  of  the 
highest  discipline  and  training  of  the  mental  powers. 


THE  SCHOOL  OF  NATURAL  SCIENCE. 

The  growing  interest  in  this  department  of  science  calls  loudly 
for  the  most  extended  research  and  investigation.  The  appliances 
for  the  successful  prosecution  of  the  studies  in  this  school  have  re- 
ceived many  additions  recently. 

Chemistry. — Exceptional  facilities  are  here  offered  for  a  thor. 
ough  study  of  Elementary  Chemistry.  For  this  study  to  be  more 
than  a  mere  accumulation  of  facts  half  understood,  the  student 
must  have  some  practical  knowledge  of  it.  To  this  end  a  special 
laboratory  has  been  set  apart.  Each  student  is  furnished  with  a 
desk  containing  an  ample  supply  of  apparatus  and  re-agents.  The 
laboratory  is  equipped  with  all  the  latest  improvements  in  gas  and 
water  fixtures.  The  pupil  is  taught  to  rely  upon  his  own  conclu- 
sions   as    early    as  possible.     He  begins  with  simple  experiments, 
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keeping  throughout  his  course  careful  notes  on  all  his  work.  The 
most  difficult  experiments  and  those  requiring  the  use  of  costly 
apparatus,  are  tried  by  the  instructor  in  the  presence  of  the  class. 
The  qualitative  feature  of  the  substances  studied  is  made  promi- 
nent in  the  course.  After  having  pursued  carefully  the  work  di- 
rected in  inorganic  chemistry,  the  student  is  able  to  make  a  quali- 
tative analysis  of  most  ordinary  minerals.  Some  work  is  done  al- 
so in  quantitative  analysis.  A  fine  chemical  balance  has  been 
imported  from  Germany  weighing  accurately  from  one  half  mg. 
to  fifty  g.     Shepard's  text-book  is  used  as  a  general  guide. 

It  is  designed  hereafter  to  give  instruction  in  organic  chemistry. 
Remsen's  text-book  will  be  used.  Students  have  access  at  j^res- 
ent  to  the  Chemical  News,  a  weekly  journal  published  in  London, 
England.  Next  year  they  will  be  furnished  with  the  A?nerica7i 
Chemical  Journal,  published  by  the  Johns-Hopkins  University. 

Physics. — Our  supply  of  physical  apparatus  is  not  quite  so 
complete  as  our  chemical  outfit,  yet  the  student  demonstrates 
practically  many  laws.  We  have  the  apparatus  required  to  per- 
form all  the  experiments  directed  by  the  text-book.  Many  shifts 
are  made  and  experiments  so  varied  as  to  make  the  subject  as 
clear  as  necessary,  and  to  stimulate  progressive  work.  Students 
are  encouraged  to  construct  many  pieces  of  apparatus,  and  are 
given  much  simple  but  instructive  work  to  be  performed  at  home. 

Botany. — Gray's  Lessons.  Chapman's  "  Flora  of  the  Southern 
United  States.  ''  The  following  journals  are  placed  in  the  hands 
of  the  class  :  The  Botanical  Gazette,  La  Revue  Generate  dc 
Botanique,  Die  Deutsche  Botanische  Monatsschrift.  We  have  an 
ample  supply  of  microscopes  to  aid  in  this  fascinating  study.  Ex- 
cursions are  made  by  the  class  to  the  surrounding  country  for  col- 
lecting specimens  for  study  and  preservation. 

Geology. — This  important  and  interesting  study  is  freely  il- 
lustrated by  specimens  from  the  minerals  and  fossils  characteris- 
tic of  the  different  formations.  To  illustrate  ;  when  the  Silurian 
Era  is  under  investigation,  rocks  of  that  period,  and  fossils,  such 
as  Trilobites,  Brachiopods  and  stemmed  Crinoids  are  exhibited  to 
the  class  so  that  they  will  ever  afterwards  recognize  that  Forma- 
tion by  these  characteristics. 

Physiology. — The  most  important  study  of  man  is  Alan.  To 
aid  and  interest  the  student  in  this  most  fascinating  study,  Yag- 
gy's    Anatomical  Chart  has  been  provided,  which  turns  man  in- 
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side  out,  showing  the  different  organs  in  their  proper  relations, 
and  in  appearance,  as  natural  as  life.  Dissections  and  demon- 
strations of  the  various  parts  studied  are  also  made  in  the  pres- 
ence of  the  class,  and  also  lectures  by  eminent  specialists  is  an- 
other important  and  special  feature  of  this  work.  The  other 
branches  of  this  school  are  taught  with  similar  care. 
This  School  embraces  the  following  studies  :

Work  continued. 

Students  will  pay  for  apparatus  broken,  and  chemicals  used. 


PHILOSOPHY, 

Logic,  Metaphysics,  Ethics  a?id  Political  Eco7io?ny. — Wilson's 
Logic  Proper,  followed  by  Davis'  "  Theory  of  Thought ."  Hamil- 
ton's Metaphysics.  With  last  class  in  Political  Economy  Adam 
Smith's  "Wealth  of  Nations"  will  be  used  as  text-book.  The 
study  of  Moral  Philosophy  will  be  with  text-book  and  lectures. 

No  one  can  reasonably  doubt  that  this  school  has  great  practi- 
cal value  especially  for  young  preachers  and  lawyers,  to  sav  noth- 
ing of  the  beauty  it  imparts  to  one's  mental  habits. 


SCHOOL    OF    ENGLISH    LANGUAGE    AND  LITERA- 
TURE. 

Junior. — A  short  study  of  the  elements  of  Grammar  and  Com- 
position. 
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Text-Books. — Meiklejohn's  English  Language.     Parts  I  and  II. 

A  rapid  survey  of  the  whole  field  of  English  Literature,  in  con- 
nection with  which  manv  of  the  English  classics  will  be  read. 

Text-Books. — Brooke's  Primer  of  English  Literature.  The  En- 
glish  Classic  Series,  a  written  exercise  in  paraphrasing  or  compo- 
sition will  be  required  of  each  student  bi-weeklv. 

Intermediate. — Gennur.g's  Rhetoric  and  Minto's  Manual  of 
Ensrlish  Prose  Literature,  designed  to  show  the  student  the  char- 
acteristics  of  good  stvle  and  to  enable  him  to  express  himself  in 
smooth,  pure  English.  A  course  of  collateral  reading  will  be  as- 
signed from  the  prose  writings  of  Bunvan.  Swift.  Addison.  Burke, 
and  McCaulay.     Essays  monthly. 

The  second  half  of  the  vear  will  be  devoted  to  the  study  of 
poetrv  based  upon  the  works  of  the  Elizabethan  poets.  Essays 
monthly,  collateral  reading. 

Senior. — This  vear  will  be  given  to  the  study  of  Anglo-Saxon 
and  Middle  English,  special  attention  will  be  paid  to  the  histor- 
ical development  of  the  language  and  the  aim  will  be  to  impress  up- 
on the  student  the  important  fact  that  English  is  essentially  the 
same  from  Beowoulf  to  Tennyson. 

— Brigrht's  An^lo-Saxon  Grammar,  selections  from 
Sweet's  Reader.  Morris"  Specimens  of  Early  English.  Part  I,  se- 
lections from  Chaucer.

HEBREW. 

Harper's  Elements  of  Hebrew  :  Harper's  Hebrew  Method  and 
Manual  ;  Muller's  Svntax  ;  Harper's  Svntax  :  Gesenius's  Lexi- 
con ;  the  Hebrew  Bible. 

Textual  criticism,  where  there  is  not  a  desire  ::  Derpetuate  some 
particular  creed,  is  destined  to  become  the  principal  feature  of  a 
course  of  theological  training.  In  fact,  this  is  all  oi  it  :  all  else  is 
collateral  and  incidental.  The  highest  book  appeal,  in  questions 
of  doubt,  is  to  the  Hebrew  Bible.  To  the  preacher  this  is  the 
most  important  language,  perhaps  excepting  the  language  in 
which  the  communication  of  revealed  truth  is  made  to  the  people 
— the  preacher's  mother  tongue. 


BIBLE  STUDIES. 
One  hour  each  day  will  be  given  to  the  class  of  young  minis- 
ters in  mv  room  on  the  inductive  studv  of  the  Bible.  During  the 
year  it  is  expected  that  we  go  through  Joshua.  Judges  and  I  and  II 
Kings.  Xumerous  references  will  be  made  to  other  portions  of 
the  Bible.  Xo  commentarv  will  be  allowed  to  be  used  by  the 
class,  which  course  is  undeniably  the  choice  of  the  less  of  two 
evils.  In  directing  their  work  I  will  derive  aid  from  the  Cam- 
bridge Bible  for  schools  and  colleges,  the  Hebrew  Bible,  the 
Greek  Septuagint.  the  Xew  English  Revision-.  Smith's  Bible  Dic- 
tionary. I  have  the  Latin  Vulgate  and  the  French  Bible,  which 
I  sometimes  consult  as  commentaries.  Questions  and  references 
are  sriven  one  dav  on  which  the  class  are  examined  the  next.    The 
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first    part  of  the  hour  each  day  is  devoted  to  the  taking  of  the 
questions  and  notes. — G.  M.  S. 


DEGREES. 

The  regular  degrees  conferred  by  the  University  are  as  follows: 
i.  The  Degree    of  Master   of  Arts   is  conferred  on  students 
who    graduate  in  all  the  Seven  Schools  of  the  Department  of  Lit- 
erature and   Science. 

2.  The  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  is  conferred  on  those  who 

graduate  in  the  Schools  of   Latin,    Mathematics,  Natural  Science? 
Moral  Science,  English,  German  and  French,  or  their  equivalents- 

3.  The  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Philosophy  is  conferred  on 
those  who  graduate  in  the  Schools  of  Mathematics,  Natural 
Science,  Moral  Science,  English,  German  and  French. 

Besides  these  regular  Degrees,  a  student  who  pursues  the  course 
of  study  of  any  school,  and  passes  a  satisfactory  examination,  is 
entitled  to  a  degree  of  Graduate  in  that  school. 

The  above  Degrees  are  not  bestowed  as  compliments,  but  are 
conferred  by  the  Trustees  upon  the  recommendation  and  endorse- 
ment of  the  Faculty,  for  having  successfully  completed  certain 
studies;  and  diplomas  are  delivered  as  an  evidence  of  such    award. 

No  Degree  will  be  conferred  on  any  student  of  the  University, 
unless  he  shall  have  sustained  a  good  moral  character,  and  settled 
all  college  bills. 


HONORS. 
All  students  attaining  a  grade  of  90  are  enrolled  as    Proficients; 
those  reaching  95  as  Distinguished    Proficients.     Every    incentive 
for  earnest,  thorough  work  is  offered  to  the  students. 


PRIZES. 

I. THE   STRICKLAND  GOLD    MEDAL, 

This  medal  was  established  by  Charles  H.  Strickland,  D.D. 
Sioux  City,  Iowa,  and  is  given  to  the  graduate  that  delivers  the 
best  oration.  This  year  this  medal  was  bestowed  upon  E.  A. 
Frost. 

II. THE  JOSEPH   H.   EATON   MEDAL    FOR  ELOCUTION. 

This  medal  was  founded  by  T.  T.  Eaton,  LL.D.,  Louisville, 
Ky.,  in  honor  of  his  father,  the  founder  of  Union    University,  and 
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for  many  years  its  honored  President.  It  is  awarded  for  the  high. 
est  proficiency  in  Elocution  and  Oratory.  Bestowed  this  year 
upon  Z.  J.  Amerson. 

III. THE  J.   R.    GRAVES   AWARD. 

J,  R.  Graves,  LL.D.,  Memphis,  Tenn.,  annually  awards  a 
prize  for  the  best  essay  written  by  some  member  of  the  Society  of 
Religious  Inquiry  upon  some  assigned  topic.  Bestowed  this  year 
upon  W.  F.  Dorris. 

IV. THE  SAM   W.   MEEK  MEDAL. 

This  was  established  by  Mr.  Sam'l  W.  Meek,  Nashville,  Tenn., 
and  is  awarded  to  the  representative  of  the  Calliopean  Literary 
Society  that  shall  make  the  best  effort  in  the  Annual  Celebration  of 
that    society.     Bestowed    upon    C.  L.   Owen,    Covington,    Tenn. 

V. THE  APOLLONIAN  MEDALS. 

These  are  awarded  by  the  Apollonian  Literary  Society;  one 
for  the  best  debater  the  other  for  the  greatest  improvement  during 
the  session.  This  year  they  were  won  respectively  by  G.  L. 
Trimble  and  P.  H.  Hunter. 

VI. THE  FRANK  JARMAN  MEDAL. 

Will  be  conferred  upon  that  member  of  the  Apollonian  Liter- 
ary Society  that  shall  make  the  best  effort  in  the  annual  celebration 
of  the  Society.  It  was  established  by  Mr.  J.  F.  Jarman,  of  Jack- 
son, and  is  open  to  the  entire  society.  Bestowed  this  year  upon 
W.   S.  Dugger, 

VII. THE     CALLIOPEAN  MEDALS. 

The  Calliopean  Literary  Society  awards  a  medal  to  each  mem- 
ber taking  a  University  Degree.  Bestowed  on  H.  L.  Powell 
and    A.  L.     Davis.     Medal  for  most  improvement,   C.  R.  Wingo. 


RELIGIOUS  CULTURE  OF  STUDENTS. 

In  connection  with  the  discipline  of  the  intellect,  it  is  the  pur- 
pose of  the  University  to  inculcate  a  pure  morality  and  the  great 
fundamental  truths  and  doctrines  of  the  Christian  religion.  To 
this  end,  the  public  exercises  of  each  day  are  opened  with  the 
reading  of  the  Scriptures,  singing  snd  prayer;  and  on  the  Sab- 
bath the  students  of  the  University  are  required  to  attend  the  public 
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worship  of  God  in  some  of  the  churches  of  Jackson.  All  are  re- 
quired to  attend  regularly  some  Sabbath-school  of  their  own  choice 
in  the  city.  Lectures  are  delivered  in  the  University  Chapel  at 
stated  times,  by  the  members  of  the  Faculty  and  ministers  of  the 
several  denominations  in  Jackson,  on  subjects  touching  the  great 
moral  duties  of  man. 


LITERARY    SOCIETIES. 

There  are  two  Literary  Societies  connected  with  the  Univer- 
sity: "  Calliopean  "  and  "Apollonian."  These  Societies 
have  halls,  handsomely  fitted  up,  in  which  they  hold 
weekly  meetings  for  improvement  in  debate,  declamation, 
composition  and  criticism,  and  for  the  study  of  parliamen- 
tary law.  The  students  of  the  University  are  encouraged 
to  connect  themselves  with  oneor  the  otherof  these  Societies,  and 
thus  early  in  life  learn  to  argue  connectedly  upon  any  subject 
brought  to  their  attention,  and  acquire  the  power  of  thinking 
and  reasoning  without  embarrassment. 

Each  Society  has  its  own  library  and  furniture  adapted  to  its 
wants.  The  University  Library  is  also  open  to  all  the  students 
on  stated  davs. 


THE  J,  R.  GRAVES  SOCIETY  OF  RELIGIOUS 

INQUIRY. 

The  object  of  this  society  is  set  forth  in  its  name.  Its  founder 
has  been  instrumental  in  funishing  its  hall  in  a  most  elegant  style. 
The  members  are  mainly  those  who  are  preparing  for  the  Chris- 
tian ministry  ;  they  meet  weekly  and  engage  in  exercises  that 
prepare  thein  for  their  great  work. 

The  Society  needs  additions  to  its  library,  and  will  gladly  re- 
ceive donations.  Thankful  for  past  gifts,  we  solicit  and  expect 
others.  > 


BENEFICIARIES. 

Students  of  all  denominations  having  the  Gospel  Ministry  in 
view,  when  properly  recommended  by  their  churches,  and  having 
license  from  the  same  to  preach  the  Gospel  ;  also  the  sons  of  min- 
sters deriving  their  entire  support  from  the  active  work  of  the 
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ministry,  and  unable  to  pay  the  regular  fees,  are  admitted  to  the 
University  free  of  charge  for  tuition.  Assistance  in  paying  for 
their  board  has  been  rendered  to  young  men  in  the  past,  and  like 
aid,  in  certain  instances,  will  be  extended  to  young  men  having 
the  ministry  in  view,  and  approved  by  the  Board  of  Ministerial 
Education  located  at  Jackson.  Those  desiring  such  assistance 
should  correspond  with  the  President. 

The    Matriculation   and  Incidental  Fees  are  required  alike  from 
all. 


LOCATION. 
The  South-western  Baptist  University  is  located  at  Jackson, 
Tenn.,  the  crossing  of  the  Mobile  &  Ohio,  the  Illinois  Central  and 
the  Tennessee  Midland  Railways.  Centrally  located  upon  three 
grand  trunk  lines  that  run  "  through  "  trains  to  all  the  great  cities 
of  the  Mississippi  Valley,  the  University  is  easily  accessible  from 
all  points  of  the  Union,  Those  who  visit  this  city  will  no  doubt 
agree  in  saying  that  no  city  is  furnished  by  its  water  works  with 
water  so  clear,  pure  and  good  as  the  water  works  of  Jackson 
bring  to  the  doors  of  all  its  people.  By  August  a  complete 
system  of  sewer  pipes  will  be  in  operation,  and  disease  will 
have  few  lurking  places.  Let  those  who  seek  health  consider 
these  circumstances. 


GENERAL   REGULATIONS. 

Students  in  the  higher  Departments  of  the  University  are  ex- 
pected to  study  in  their  rooms  at  their  boarding-houses,  and  to  re 
port  to  their  professors  for  recitations  or  lectures  at  appointed 
hours,  according  to  the  Schedule  of  Recitations,  which  is  fixed  at 
the  beginning  of  the  session.  They  are  not  permitted  to  visit  the 
business  portions  of  the  city  during  study  hours,  nor  to  leave  their 
rooms  at  night  except  by  permission  of  some  member  of  the" 
Faculty. 

A  record  of  every  recitation,  or  absence  excused  or  unexcused, 
of  each  student  is  kept,  and  from  this  record  his  standing  is  deter- 
mined, and  a  circular  containing  the  same  is  sent  to  his  parent  or 
guardian,  showing  his  deportment,  attendance  or  non-attendance 
upon  recitation,  lectures,  and  other  college  duties,  together  with 
any  other  remarks  the  case  may  require.     Reports  will  be  sent  to 
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parents    or  guardians  in  the  middle  and  at  the  end  of  each  session 
of  five  months. 

In  marking  and  grading,  a  scale  of  tens  (or  one  hundred)  is 
used  for  simplicity  and  convenience  by  the  entire  Faculty,  and 
when  the  figures  are  translated  into  ordinary  language  they  have 
about  the  following  meaning  :  ioo  is  perfect  ;  90  excellent  ;  So 
very  good  ;  70  good  ;  60  barely  passable  ;  below  60  means  that 
a  student  is  so  deficient  or  imperfect  as  to  be  put  back,  or  as  not 
to  be  allowed  to  go  ahead  to  more  advanced  studies.  Conduct  is 
also  graded  on  the  scale  of  100  ;  every  student  on  entering  is  cred- 
ited with  100  as  perfect,  and  all  deductions  from  this  ideal  stand- 
ard are  caused  by  demerits.  Each  unexcused  absence  from  Uni- 
versity duty  counts  at  least  two  demerits,  and  misconduct  is  de- 
merited  according  to  its  aggravation. 

Students  are  required  to  have  four  and  only  four  recitations 
each  day,  unless  otherwise  allowed  by  the  Faculty  for  such  rea- 
sons as  may  seem  proper.  After  having  entered  a  class,  they  are 
required  to  perform  such  duties  as  are  assigned  to  other  members 
of  the  class  ;  and  in  no  instance  are  they  permitted  to  leave  their 
class  or  enter  others  without  having  first  obtained  permission 
from  the  Faculty. 

During  study  hours  students  are  not  permitted  to  visit  the  busi- 
ness portions  of  the  city,  nor  be  found  upon  the  streets,  in  the 
shops,  stores  or  other  places,  except  on  urgent  business,  permis- 
sion for  which  having  been  first  obtained  from  some  member  of 
the  Faculty.  They  are  not  allowed  to  be  on  the  campus  during 
study  hours,  nor  about  the  buildings,  but  are  required  to  withdraw 
to  their  homes,  or  go  to  the  library  or  reading  room  for  study, 
when  not  in  the  recitation  rooms. 

Students  entering  at  any  time  are  expected  to  continue  until  the 
close  of  the  session,  and  no  deduction  of  tuition  fees  will  be  al- 
lowed for  voluntary  withdrawal. 

In  cases  of  withdrawals,  the  written  authority  of  parents  and 
guardians  will  be  required.  They  are  urged  not  to  encourage  nor 
permit    their    sons  or  wards  to  withdraw  except  in  extreme  cases. 


LIBRARY. 

The    University    is  furnished  with  a  Library,  which,  including 
Libraries    of  the  two  Literary  Societies,  numbers  more  than  three 
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thousand  volumes.     We  gratefully  acknowledge  gifts  lately  made, 
and  solicit  further  contributions  in  either  books  or  monev. 


DISCIPLINE. 

The  discipline  is  mild  but  firm,  and  is  directed  to  the  establish- 
ment of  correct  habits  and  an  elevated  character.  The  University 
does  not  propose  to  become  a  reformatory  institution  for  the  erad- 
ication of  vicious  habits.  If  a  student  cannot  be  influenced  by 
measures  founded  on  principles  of  morality  and  gentlemanly  pro- 
priety, or  is  habitually  inattentive  to  the  discharge  of  his  duties, 
he  will  not  be  a  desirable  member  of  the  University,  and  will  be 
required  to  withdraw. 


EXAMINATIONS. 

Two  regular  examinations  are  held  ;  the  first  at  the  close  of  the 
first  term,  ending  in  January,  and  the  other  at  the  close  of  the 
collegiate  year  in  June.  The  examinations  are  both  oral  and 
written,  and  together  with  the  record  of  the  recitations,  serve  to 
make  up  the  standing  of  the  students  for  the  entire  year.  Any 
student  failing  to  stand  an  examinaation  with  his  class  will  not  be 
allowed  to  compete  for  any  prize  or  honor  of  the  University,  nor 
be  permitted  to  advance  to  the  next  class. 


TERMS  AND  VACATIONS. 

There  are  two  terms  in  each  year.  The  first  term  1S90-91  be- 
gins the  first  Monday  in  September,  and  continues  twenty  weeks  ; 
the  second  term  begins  on  Monday  after  the  close  of  the  first 
term,  and  continues  twenty  weeks.  Commencement  Day  occurs 
on  the  first  Thursday  in  June. 

The  regular  vacation  continues  from  the  first  Thursday  in  June 
to  the  opening  of  the  fall  term.

Students    are  allowed  to  board  only  in  such  families  as  are  rec- 
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ognized  by  the  Faculty  as  suitable  for  boarding  the  students  of  the 
University.  Whenever  a  change  is  proposed  in  the  boarding- 
house,  the  student  is  required  to  notify  the  Faculty  and  obtain 
consent  before  making:  the  change. 

Persons  intending  to  send  their  sons  and  wards  are  requested  to 
correspond  with  the  President  with  the  view  of  securing  suitable 
homes. 


GENERAL   PRINCIPLES  OF  GOVERNMENT. 

Every  member  of  this  Institution  is  expected  to  conduct  him- 
self in  all  his  relations  with  gentlemanly  propriety,  and  in  such  a 
way  as  will  best  secure  the  object  for  which  it  was  organized — 
the  highest  moral  and  intellectual  training  of  those  who  enter  it. 

Each  student,  before  matriculating,  is  furnished  with  a  copy  of 
the  laws  of  the  University,  which  he  is  required  to  sign,  and 
comes  under  the  obligation  of  the  following  Pledge  : 

"  I  hereby  give  my  personal  Pledge  of  Honor  that  so  long  as 
I  atn  a  member  of  the  Southwestern  Baptist  University,  I  will  be 
subject  to  all  the  Principles  and  Regulations  that  are  now  in  force 
or  may  hereafter  be  adopted  by  the  Faculty  for  the  government  of 
the  Institution.  "

TIME    REQUIRED. 

The  time  required  to  complete  the  full  course  will  depend  upon 
the  qualifications  and  aptness  of  the  student,  also  the  way  in 
which  he  applies  himself. 

A  student  possessed  of  a  common  school  education  can  com- 
plete in  from  three  and  a  half  to  four  months,  as  he  can  make 
more  rapid  advancement  than  one  whose  opportunities  have  been 
meagre  and  whose  mind  does  not  show  that  readiness  to  grasp 
and  see  through  things  at  a  glance  ;  but  the  student  who  has  not 
the    proper  literary  advantages,  need  not  be  discouraged,  as  what 
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he  lacks  in  previous  preparation,  can  be  overcome  by  hard  work 
and  close  application,  and  he  can  complete  the  full  course  in  from 
four  to  five  months. 

All  students  who  complete  the  full  course  and  stand  a  satisfac- 
tory examination  of  the  same,  will  be  awarded  a  Diploma  in 
recognition  of  their  being  thorough,  trust-worthy  and  competent 
accountants.
